DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

BPAI decision on Jan 1 8, 201 1 as noted "none of the references to Herpel (pp. 31 9- 
324), Waki (pp.[0017]-[0019], [0132], and [0136]-[0141]), and Yokomizo (Figs. 8A, 8B; 
pp [01 15]-[01 17]) disclose, teach, or suggest a lid URI or using a lid URI to address an 
OC. The combinations of AAPA and the various secondary references to 
Herpel, Waki, Yokomizo, and/or Ito do not teach or suggest a lid URI used to locate a 
URI in an MPEG-2 TS, nor do these combinations teach or suggest using lid URIs to 
provide a binding name and access scheme to objects in an object carousel, as set 
forth in independent claims 1,15, 26, and 40. " 

For these reasons, the case is in condition for allowance.
